migration of Japanese laborers into 
the Ignited States is prevented now 
through a gentleim n s agreement with ■ 
Japan by which the emperor agrees 
to withhold passports from Japanese 
subjects of this class. 
The Californians, who have been 
fighting for Asiatic exclusion regard 
the adoption of the amendment as an 
initial step in the direction ot their 
desires. 
The action of the house was 
chiefly important in that it reflects a 
strong sentiment in the lower branch 
of congress favorable to Japanese ex­ 
clusion.
